SAN FRANCISCO 一 Acandy 
manufacturer in ForestPark, JIllinois 
is marketing a cherry favored candy 
under the name“Cherry Chan.”“Tt 
isaplay on words on Charlie Chan,”

the family-owned Ferrara 了 Pan 
Candy Company Which 
manufactures the product. 

The package contains a drawing 
of a_ character that resembles the 
Well-known fictitious detective who 
js the subject of much controversy 
and whom many Asian Americans 
consider a racial Stereotype. 

FEIGMENT 

In aletterofprotest written to the 
candy manufacturer，Chinese for 
Affirmative ”Action described 
Charlie Chan as“a figment of the 
imagirnation of a white (that) in no 

Way reflects any reality of Asians in 
America.” The letter，written in 
August of last year，went on to Say 
that “continuation of such actions on 
your part，through perpetuation of 
the “Charlie Chan” depictions，is 
extremely offensive and detrimental 
to all Asian Americans.” 

Nello Ferrara, another partner in 
Ferrara Pan，took exception .to 
CAA':s view. In his reply letter, he 
expressed his “high opinion of 
Charlie Chan as a very wise and 
capbable detective who fought for the 
right and the good.” 

“TIf Charlie Chan were Italian, I 
would gladly announce it to the 
WwWorld,”said Ferrara, pointing to his 
own Italian heritage. “Why，you 
should feelthat Charlie Chan depicts 
a derogation to the Asians, I cannot 
Understand.” 

Feirara also denied intentional 
use of the Charlie Chan image.“Our 
product is not called Charlie Chan,”

The candy 
is distributed nationwide in 10c and 
25$c boxes as well as in bulk for 
repackaging. 

INSULT 

Community response to the 
candy is generally that of outrage. 工 
think it is really bad,”exclaimed 
Dick Wong，an architect who 'is 
former president of the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent 
太 ssociation.“Itis derogatory and an 
insult to the Chinese.” 

Whentoldthatitmightnotbethe 
manufacturers intent to cast 
Chinese in a negative Stereotype， 
Wong responded，It's not what you 
intend, it's the impression that other 
people get.Tm pretty sure they know 
What they're doing.”He called for 
increased community awareness of 
the candy， 

Ferrara Pan certainly tried to 
putin as much “Oriental ”image into 
its candy as possible.

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SF's First Chinese Classical 
Orchestra Prepares for Shows 


By PEITER CHAU 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 With 
only one Week leftbefore the concert 
by the Chinese Classical Orchestra 
of San Francisco，its leader Sek 
Cheong Siu is getting excited about 
the performances Scheduled at the 
Chinese Cultural Center and Fort 
Mason Center. 

“This will be a gathering of first 
class musicians,，”he proudly 
declared.“Everyone in the orchestra 
is good enough to be 3a Soloist.” 

UNUSUAL 

This unusual gathering of talent 
is working for higher ideals than 
Imerely 。 giving 8 couple of 
performances，Ihe group wants to 
establish the first ”professional 
Chinese classical orchestra in this 
Country. 

“We want to get these people to 
start working together,”Siu pointed 
out.， “Our emphasis is on 
cooperation， not “profit” He 
explained that since every member 
of the orchestra can give Solo 
performances，there is no financial 
incentive for them to perform 
together sincethat will only cut down 
each person's Share of payment. 

The group has been rehearsing 
for two months for the upcoming 
concert, Sometimes as often as three 
times a Week. Siu regretted not being 
able to rehearse more often because 
of the busy Schedules of many of the 
performers. 

“Wehave one person who often 
comes here (to the Clarion Music 
Center in Chinatown where the 
Tehearsals take place)，But he is 
always busy gjiving music lessons to 
his students. We can't even talk to 
him，but have to resort to _slipping 
written notes under the door,”Siu 
lamented. 

CONDUCIING 

Siu, who plays the dlizp areedless 

wind instrument similar to 3a flute， 


Western conductors 


also conducts the group often during. 
rehearsals. But，he noted， nobody 
will be conducting at the concert 
performances. “All of us are so 
familiar with the pieces, and wehave 
worked together often enough that 
we know by instinct what the others 
are doing,”he explained. 

Siu added that classical Chinese 
orchestras normally have 
conductors, andtheirroles arejust as 
important as in Western orchestras. 
He indicated that while most 
have been 
Specially trained in conducting, their 
Chinese counterparts are Usually 
VeIy good players who have been 
promoted from within the ranks， 

“Both systems have their good 
points,”the orchestra leader opined. 
“In Western orchestras，the tonal 
ranges of different instruments are 
Very well defined. A conductor who 
has gone through special training at 
music academies will know precisely 
how these instruments can be 
blended to give the best and most 
harmonious effect. 

“With ”Chinese instruments， 
however, the tonal ranges are nottoo 
well defined,” described Siu.“A 
good player can sense the feel of 
particular individual instruments， 
which can Sometimes be more 
important than understanding them 
8aS 8 clasS.” 

HIGH 

Siu gave as an example the er 
jz ，a Stringed instrument whose 
tonal range can vary tremendously. 
Diziis another important instrument 
noted for its nonuniformity. At the 
Clarion Music Center, at least thirty 
different dizrs are on display. 

Both the er jh and the diz7 
produce very high pitched notes like 
those from the violin and the flute. 
There are，however，instruments 
which can play even higher notes. 
Siu pointed out that Chinese 
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”beautiful scenery，,” 


instruments in general have a higher 
tonal range than Western ones. 

“The double mxam is the only 
Chinese instrument that produces 
really deep bass，” 
“However，because of its size and 
cost we usually substitute the cello 
instead. 

“We don't use the double bass 
because its notes are too deep,”he 
continued，“and they won't blend in 


with the other instruments. It is like 


putting sugar into ice cold water: 直 
won't dissolve. With the cello, there 
is enough overlap between the tonal 
ranges _ and the blending is very 
harmonious.” 

COUNTERPARTS 


There are major similaritiesandl 


differences ”between ”between 
Chinese and Western orchestras. 
The string， woodwind “and 
percussion Sections in a Western 
orchestrahavetheircounterpartsin a 
Chinese orchestra， There is no 
Section Corresponding to the brass 
Section however, 

Siu noted that ”major 
jimprovements have been made on 
Chinese ”percussion instruments. 
Many drums and /lxo's arenowtuned 
to different keys so that they will 
harmonize with music played at 
those keys，Another percussion- 
String instrument，the )Q754125， has 
been modified to Play all twelve 
notes of the octave, and hence, any 
key that a particular piece of music 
demands. 

Contemporary Chinese music is 
based on a Seven-note octave Similar 
to Western music.“However，very 
old Chinese music was based on 8 
five-note octave,” Siu remarked. 
“Only the notes do, re, mi, so, and la 
Were USsed. The music Scores_ Were 
Very different, too. In fact, they were 
rather complicated，with different 
jinstruments using different kinds of 
SCOTeS.” 

Siu received formal training in 
China at the Central Music and 
Dance Troupe and later at the 
Guangzhou Folk Orchestra，His 
whole life has been associated with 
Imusic except for a brief period when 
he was Sent to work in the 
countryside. 

“I was rather lucky to be sent to 
Guilin，a Place renowned for its 
he>admitted. 
“We would go to the lakeside and 
play the dizL Sometimes we would 
steal grapefruits from the farms and 
treat ourselves to a delicious lunch. 

“Of course, life wasn't always 8S 
jidyllic as that, ”added the orchestra

“IIworked simultaneously forthe 
Imovie producers Shaw Brothers and 
Phoenix. Shaw Brothers was pro-

WASHINGTON 一 Hearings 
inboththe US Senate andthe House 
of Representatives havebegun onthe 
Simpson-Mazzoli immigration 
reform and controlbill, reintroduced 
on February 17 in both houses. 

TIhe present Senate bill is the

FAMILY 
Of particular concern to the 
Asian American community are the 
proposed changes in the family 
Teunification preference categories. 
The bill calls for the elimination of 
the presentfifth preference,bywhich 
brothers and sisters of adult US 
citizens can apply for immigrant 
Visas, and also partial modification 
of the present second preference to 
excluding adult sons and daughters 
of permanent residents. 
JInastatementmade atthe Senate 
-Subcommittee hearing, Norman Lau 
Kee，chair of the immigration and 
refugee policy task force of the US- 
Asia Institute,expressedthe concern 
of Asian Americans over the 


“proposal to eliminate the brother- 
Sister preference (fifth preference).” 

Kee cited support of the fifth 
preference from the House of 
Representatives， noting that the 
House bill“was amended by the 
House Judiciary Committee which 
Saw fit to replace the entire section 
on preferences in the originalbill and 
to ”Substitute in its place the 
preference System under existing 
law.” 

The Housebill was re-introduced 
by Representative Romano Mazzoli 
on the same date as the Senate bill. 
And; like the Senate bill, it also calls

border enforcement,butitretains the 
present preference categories. The 
Same Version Was introduced last 
year，but，burdened by more than 
00 amendments, failed to reach a 
floor vote by the entire House. 


The Organization of Chinese 
Americans, a national group based 
in DC, also opposed the elimination 
of the fifth preference category. 
Unable to make an oral presentation 
at the Senate Subcommittee

Entitled “Personal Justice 
Denied”， the Congressional 
Report condemns the internment 
and concludes that there was no 
“military mecessity” to _ justify 
such drastic measures. The Com- 
Inission has not yet Teleased its Te- 
commendations on whether Japa- 
nese Americans should be entitled 
to Teparations or other remedies. 


The Court session was the first 
jinvolving the petitions to reopen 
the landmark decisions of Fred 
Korematsu， Minoru Yasui and 
Gordon Hirabayashi， The three 
jpetitioners defied the military 
orders leading up to the intern- 
ment，and their convictions were 
Upheld by the Supreme Court in 
1943 and 1944.

Lee countered that there is no 
basis for such an assumption, noting 
that the waiting time for most family 
categories has nowbeen Shortenedto 
Zero to nineteen months. “As a 
practical matter，the number of 
people applying through the fifth 
preference is Shrinking.”

The Victim，Michael 
Chen，died almost immediately 
人 om multiple gunshots wounds 
after the shooting，estimated to 
have occurred at around 4:30 am， 
according to Inspector Larkin of 


the 6th precinct Who is in charge、 


of investigating the case， 
Larkin indicated that the catuse 


of the murder has not yet been 


determined. Judging from various 
clues， however， 让 could have 
been either a_ gang vengeance act 
or a Tobbery case, He pointed out 
that Chen，who used:to carry on 


him substantial amounts of cash， 


Was found dead with only tenm doL- 
lars in a red envelop. 

Police soUrces also noted that 
Chen received a phone call in his 
home at 120 West 230:Street 记 
the Bronx on Saturday might be- 
fore the incident. Chen left home 
after answeiing the phone call. 


Chen，who has a Key to the 


building on Pell Street, apparently 
let himself into the lobby Where 
he was attacked, either by people 
whbho had been hiding inside -or 
Who came in from outside-Chen 
was shot in the head at least five 
times and also ip the chest, 记 3 
Ianner Teminiscent of a gang 
execution . 

A 33-year-old who originally 
came from China, Chen joined the 
Elying Dragons _and duickly 
movyed up the-leadership hierarchy 
because of his cool head and cau= 
tious，methodical ways of handl:- 
jing things. He Was icknamed 
“scientist”:for his special charac= 
teristics. 

The building where Chen was 
Imurdered also houses the Hip Sing 
Tong，whose leader Benny Ong is 
VerIy close to the Flying Dragons 


and is the“godfather ”of Chen. 


Hip Sing，which maintains gang 
control over Pell Street, has clash- 
ed in the past with other tongs in 
Chinatown，including On Leong 
Tong, which controls Mott Street， 
and the new Chi Kung Tong, also 
known as the Freemasons. 

On December 23 last year, 11 


people shot in the Golden Star 


bar on East Broadway:， Herbert 
Liu， leader of the Kam LanmAsso- 
ciation，which is under direct con- 
trol of Chi Kung Iong，charged 
Benny Ong and_ the Elying 
Dragons with Tesponsibility for 
the shootings, in Wiich three Pei- 
SOnSs Were killed. Ong denied this， 
and the case is still being investi- 
gated by the Police today: 


One the same day Michael 


Chen was murdered, another dead 
body of an Asian was found on 
Long Island ExpresSwWay. The vic-
